CHILDREN HAVE little or no 
historical knowledge because 
of a decline in educational 
standards, according to a 
paper published recently by 
the Centre for Policy Studies. 

Stewart Deuchar, who has 
taught history in private and 
special schools, says in the 
paper that ‘the concept of an 
“educated person” as the 
hoped-for end product of our 
education system has 
disappeared without trace in 
the wholesale debasement of 
our culture in the last two 
decades’. 


Traditional history teachers, 
he says, have been increasingly 
attacked by left-wing 
education authorities and 
others for alleged racism, 
sexism, imperialism and 
elitism. 

There has been a dramatic 
fall in the amount of history 
taught in schools, and the 
character of history teaching 
has changed. 

Mr. Deuchar says a huge 
slice of the national heritage 
has been lost, and the General 
Certificate of Secondary 
Education syllabus fails to

convey the life and colour of 
history. 

‘This great change in the 
philosophy behind the 
teaching of history has been 
introduced without any 
regard for what the public 
actually wants. If we cut 
ourselves off from our own 
history we enormously 
diminish ourselves’.

RACIAL SEGREGATION will 
be particularly important at a 
new independent junior 
school, due to open in 
September. Yet this school is 
not in Cape Town, Johannes¬ 
burg or anywhere else in South 
Africa.

GEARED 

The school is being set up by the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church, the 
members of which are predomin¬ 
antly black. Indeed, it is well- 
documented that under¬ 
achievement of black childen has 
led the church to its increasing 
involvement in education. 

Monette Morris, who has 
chaired the steering committee 
setting up the new Birmingham 
school, is all in favour of \ education 
geared specifically towards black 
youngsters’. 

Even before it gets off the 
ground, the school looks set for 
success. There have been 
inquiries from non-churchgoers 
and from Muslims, and there will 
be no difficulty in filling the 
classes.

Keith Davidson, headmaster of 
John Loughborough school, 
believes black children need 
special attention, and can benefit 
from being educated in a black 
school.

ONE LAW 

This latest experiment in racial 
segregation by Britain’s blacks 
illustrates yet again that there is one 
law for ‘ethnic minorities’ and 
another law for the majority of 
British people. After all, if British 
parents tried to set up a racially 
segregated school to cater for the 
special needs of whites they would 
be hauled up in front of the 
Commission for Racial Equality and 
accused of ‘racial discrimination’.

ABOUT TWO thousand people 
may die in Europe over the 
next fifty years because of the 
Chernobyl nuclear disaster, 
according to the National 
Radiological Protection 
Board. 

In a study published last month, 
the board estimates that the 
accident may cause fatal cancers 
in about a thousand people in the 
European community alone. 
About three times as many will 
contract non-fatal cancers. In the 
UK several dozen will probably 
die. 

The calculations come from the 
first complete assessment of the 
effects of Chernobyl on Europe, 
which the board has carried out 
on behalf of the European 
Commission. The study deals 
with the EEC countries only, and 
has produced estimates on the 
numbers likely die, much lower 
than previous ones. 

The American surgeon Robert 
Gale, who went to Moscow 
immediately after the fire and 
carried out highly-publicised 
operations on Soviet workers 
irradiated at the plant itself, 
claimed in February that there 
could be more than 75,000 cancer 
deaths from Chernobyl. He said 
that two-thirds of them would be 
among Europeans outside the 
USSR. 

The very wide difference 
between the estimated number of 
deaths predicted by Dr.Gale on 
the one hand and the Common 
Market board on the other are 
interesting to say the least.
